CROSBY CHARGED BOTH RATES. 
Attorney Crosby himself being flworn, 


testified that "no hud been charged both 
rates and that the conductor had tolfi 
him that his instructions w»re to charge 


cents. " 'I telephone the "office every 


night to find out if I am to charge 10 
cents or 15,' said the conductor to me," 
declared "Crosby. 


William Angus, president of the Hay- 


ward Chamber of Commerce, testified 
that the rate of fare was a hindrance to 
the development of Hayward anS had 
prevented prospective buyers of homes 
from closing deals they had begun. 
He 


testified that the S. P. eommutAtlon rate 
and that of the Western Pacific, between 
Ilayward and Oakland, was but 53 and 
asserted that the company had agreed for 
a ten-trip ticket at 17% cents per trip 
and a 30-trlp ticket at 15 cents per trip, 
but t'.iat the Chamber had not accepted 
and the offer had been withdrawn prior 
to the beginning of the present action. 
Angus said that while only 3000 people 
lived In Hayward proper, it had with its 
environs a population of 8000. 


AID TO RESIDENTS. 


Cross-examined by Attorney Smith he 


admitted that the special car service had 
been an aid lo the residents and <ie stated 
that he did not know how the Hayward- 
Oakland service compared with similar 
transportation on other systems In this 
state. 
Asked if he knew about ticket 


scalping going on, he replied that he had 
heard of it and that It had been Investi- 
gated by the Chamber of Commerce. 


J. D. Armstrong, a resident of Hayward 


for twelve years, corroborated Angus and 
agreed with him that Jhe' present charges 
were excessive. He called attention to 
the 10 cent fare to Richmond and said 
that his observation showed that tne traf- 
fic was about as heavy on both lines. 


H. R. Robinson, also a member of the 


Hayard Chamber of Commerce, with one 
of the committee meeting with W. R. 
Alberger, vlcerpresldent ot the Saji Fran- 
ctsco-Oakland Terminal Railway, regard- 
ing reduced rates, and had also Investl 
gated ticket scalping. 
"»- 


WAS GENERAL PRACTICE. 


"I will say that scalping was generally 


practiced In Hayward," he explained. "If 
we wanted we cSuld go to a store and 
get the ticket for the day handed to us 
and we traveled on the lines without ques- 
tion. One place had as many as twenty 
of these commutation books. The com- 
pany never Insisted on purchasers sign- 
Ing their names. The conductor never 
asked to see a book, and as long as I 
have been riding on the lines he has 
taken the coupon and never asked for the 
book. Finally, a representative of the 
company appeared last 
February 
and 


took up the books, giving a receipt for 
the -unused portion. That practically did 
away with scalping. I never rode On one 
of those tickets since. 
"We had practically concluded nego- 


tiations with Alberger about the reduced 
rate, when he telephoned to me to attend 
a meeting at his office and told us when 
we went there that he waa going to hold 
back for a while, aa scalping was being 
done at Hayward. He read the names ot 
four parties. We asked him to insist that 
the books be signed, BO that the company 
would be protected. Ho called In J. H. 
Brown and gave instructions. I prom- 
ised that I would see what I could do to 
prevent scalping. 
I went to tho four 


people and found that they were persons 
who had their own books and had loaned 
them to otherE to use, as they were not 
signed. I told them they were Interfering 
with our negotiations with the company, 
and they promised not to do it again. 
Since December 1 the company has in- 
sisted on having the books signed." 


The testimony showed that the scalp- 


Ing had been done chiefly on the $2.50 
books Issued between San Leondro and 
Hayward. 


Other witnesses testifying along the 


same line were Peter Wllbert, real es- 
tate, Hayward; G. N. Ingle, a business 
man of Oakland, and J. M. Murphy, an 
attorney at law at Hayward. 


The consensus of the complaints seems 


tc be that it was wrong for the company 
to charge. 5 cents, for an eight-mile ride, 
from Oakland to the western limits of 
Sati Leandro, 5 cents for three-quarters 
of a mile from the western limits of San 
Leandro to Davis street, San Leandro, 
and 10 cents for the trip from there to 
Hayward. 


Just before the conclusion of the morn- 


ing session Commissioner Thelen said: 
"Aly sympathies are entirely with the 
conductors. They are in a peculiar po- 
sition. 


"If they disobeyed the company and did 


not charge the 15 cents they might lose 
their jobs, and It was particularly trying 
when passengers refused to pay more 
than 10 cents. 
Of course the commis- 


sion will have to decide what has been 
the legal rate and what would be a fair 
rate for the future." 


At the afternoon session James Mathe- 


son presented his evidence regarding in- 
adeQuate service, alleged leaky cars and 
endeavor to substantiate his claim that 
the employes on the Hayward line are 
discourteous. 


THE" COMPANY'.S ATTITUDE. 


While admitting that the legal rate be- 


tween any two points is the lowest one, 
the company points out that the 15-cent 
rate has been in force ever since the es- 
tablishment of the line and that no pro- 
tests were ever made at this rate until 
the company itself discovered that the 
tariff sheet filed with the commission 
contained a, clerical error in the designa- 
tion of San Leandro, that t'own, not being 
limited in its boundaries in the same 
manner as shown on the company's rate 
sheet and as generally recognized by the 
public. The company's petition *o have 
this schedule1 rectified by designating tile

"shtfrt ballot" with all the executive 
officers of the state appointed by the 
governor, was recommended to tho 
nineteenth general assembly of Colo- 
rado by John F. Shafroth, its- retiring 
chief executive. In his biennial mes- 
sage today. 
The governor called at- 


tention to the present headless ballot 
law, which he says makes it difficult 
for the voter to pass upon the merits 
of the Individual candidates for state 
offices. He added: 


"The governor generally Is held re- 


sponsible for the action of the entire 
executive department of the state, and 
he ought to have officers In such de- 
partments in sympathy with his ad- 
ministration " 


Among the other recommendations 


made by Governor Shafroth, who was 
designated by the voters of the state 
at the last election for United States 
Senator, are the following 


Bank guaranty law, employes com- 


pensation act presidential preference 
primary elections, a law designed to 
lessen danger of coal mine explosions, 
a state automobile tax for improving 
highways, an appropriation of 1100 - 
000 for state representation at the San 
Francisco and San Diego expositions 
In 1915. 


The governor declared that the fed- 


eral government's conservation policy 
"has been so (detrimental as to render 
development of our natural resources 
almost impossible." 


He urged legislation to prevent mo- 


nopoly of the natural resources of the 
state.

all politicians of the-minor kind. The 
liquor question was too much for him 
and he always was trying to solve It 
by the charitable application of free 
drinks at others expense.

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Report OH the Blind Home. 


The report on the Adult Blind Home, made by Miss Peixotto, 


Rabbi Meyer and Father Ranim, will not pleasantly impress the 
people. They find all of the charges made against the insti- 
tution unfounded, except that relating to wages paid the 
working inmates. The report finds the workshops of the Home 
to be paying a profit. As the success of the shops is the sole test 
of the ability of the management, commendation of Mr. Sanders, 
the superintendent, should naturally follow. Unless the shops 
can be kept open and made self-sustaining the road to the con- 
tentment and happiness of the blind is closed, since work is the 
sole diversion of their minds from the sorrows of their infirmity. 
But instead of commending Mr. Sanders, the report demands his 
dismissal from his position, and that after twenty-five years as 
head of the institution he be degraded and put at hard labor in 
the shops! The investigators seem to think that Mr. Sanders is 
a chattel of the State, a mere peg, that they can fit into any 
hole they choose to bore, and this after they admit that he has 
brought the institution to the highest state of efficiency! 


Three men, full-sighted, served in turn in the superintendency, 


and none of them accomplished what Mr. Sanders has done. In- 
stead of; ordering him degraded, the State of California should 
take special pride in him and his work. 


In their action Miss Peixotto, Rabbi Meyer and Father Ramm 


seem to have accomplished the purpose for which a few plotters 
brought charges which the report finds, were not sustained. 


This action is likely to revolt the taxpayers who like to see 


the important part of one State institution paying its way, and 
they will fall a wondering what is behind a report so self-contra- 
dictory and inconsistent. 


A Futile Protest fo a Futile Proposition. 


It is a fiction that the Central Pacific is owned by Calif ornians 


and controlled by interests identified with this State. It is like- 
wise a fiction that free competition will be restored by separat- 
ing the Central Pacific from the Southern Pacific system and 
making it a link in a nominally competitive transcontinental line. 
As the Interstate Commerce Commission in reality fixes the rates 
of through transportation, real competition no longer exists—It 
is impossible. There is a sort of competition fx>r business and 
the quality and character of service rendered, but the rates of 
through transportation are fixed and ironclad. 


We have had alien landlordism in our transportation system 


ever since the death of C. P. Huntington. When the Southern 
Pacific and the Central Pacific were actually owned and controlled 
by Californians who built them, the owners were the objects of 
ceaseless attacks. The attacks have not ceased since the builders 
of those roads have passed away and the roads themselves have 
passed under eastern control. A political war is still being waged 
against men who are dead and an ownership that has long since 
departed. 


The outcry against an impending alien ownership of the Cen- 


tral Pacific is futile and pointless,-for the simple reason that the 
Central Pacific is now and has been for more than a decade under 
alien control. The Union Pacific now controls the Southern Pa- 
cific as well as the Central Pacific. They are all parts of one sys- 
tem. Dislocating the system, as proposed, merely makes the 
original Southern Pacific independent of the Union Pacific, nomi- 
nally, at least. There will be no more competition than there is 
at present. It is not worth while to discuss the bugbear of "alien 
landlordism," since it exists at present and will continue to exist 
under any new arrangement that may be made. 


As long as C. P. Huntington was- alive the Southern and Cen- 


tral Pacific systems, which he consolidated, were run independ- 
ently of eastern combinations. Although the Central Pacific was 
the Union Pacific's California connection, Huntington brought 
the''Union to a condition of bankruptcy by the fierce competition 
he maintained with the Southern Pacific. His motives were bit- 
terly assailed, but he really competed. Competition is war, and 
Huntington carried it to its logical extreme. 


After Huntington's death the Southern Pacific system (the 


Central Pacific included) passed into the hands of the Speyer 
syndicate composed of New York men. E. H. Harriman, who had 
gained control of the Union Pacific, bought but the Speyer inter- 
ests and brought the Southern Pacific under the domination of 
the Union Pacific. 


Attorney-General Wickersham's effort to restore competition 


in transcontinental railway traffic is futile. 
Nevertheless the 


cry of "alien landlordism" is ludicrously empty of meaning. It 
is crying for protection from the wolf when we are already in the 
jaws of the wolf. 


Unwise aid Oppressive Legislation. 


The necessity for protecting-the public against-impure foods 


and imposition of every kind is admitted, but regulation may go 
to such an unreasonable extent as to stifle production and enor- 
mously increase the cost of certain necessaries of life, .such as 
milk and butter and fresh meats, for'instance. No inconsiderable 
percentage of the increase in the cost of living must be charged 
to regulation of one kind or another. 


When regulation is left to theorists it becomes the vehicle of

» criminal farce. Cleanliness in dairies is, of course, to be de- 
sired, and reasonable precautions must be enforced to prevent the 
contamination of milk. 


But it must be borne in mind that it is the consumer «/ 


pays the bill. Every additional expense forced on the dairyman 
Md the milkman is added to the cost of milk and butter. Every 
new regulation increases the cost of living, and is therefore a tax 
•n consumption. 


Hence regulation should be within reasonable and practical

ery of paternalism becomes so intricate and expensive as to 
harass the producer and over-tax the householder.

than the abuses it aims to correct.

Professor Hueppe, a German scientist, says that "unwise pro- 


hibition" is responsible for the. spread and increase of the opium 
habit in the United States. Prohibitionists will doubtless contra- 
dict his statement, but it is supported *by phenomena which 
cannot be denied. -For instance, an enormous increase in the sale 
of dope compounds at the drug stores has invariably followed 
the suppression of the liquor traffic. 


The market, is flooded with alleged patent medicine -cures 


having either alcohol, cocaine or opium for their base. In many 
communities the drug habit is infinitely worse than the whisky 
habit ever was, for it has spread where the whisky habit was 
never known—among.women and even children. Go to any "dry" 
town and you will see people of all ages, sexes and conditions 
drinking sweetish compounds heavily charged with deleterious 
drugs. 


The heaviest sale for "dope" patent medicines is in prohibi- 


tion territory, people buying this wretched stuff for the stimu- 
lants they contain. Sad to relate, many religious and prohibi- 
tion journals print flaming advertisements of the most injurious 
compounds known to the drug trade, thus giving, by inference, an 
endorsement to the most pernicious of habits. Chloral, cocaine 
and opium are the drugs most commonly used, but many o£ the 
patent medicines in popular use in prohibition territory contain a 
large percentage of alcohol—the alcohol being, of course, the 
cheapest and vilest stuff on the market. 


We have before us (printed in a prominent religious journal) 


the advertisement of a so-called medical compound which carries 
more than three times1 the percentage of alcohol that lager beer 
contains—nearly twifie as much as ordinary table wine carries. 
A part of the advertisement is a testimonial from a clergyman 
somewhat noted as a temperance lecturer. Perhaps he was de- 
ceived—let us hope so—but he was recommending for indiscrimi- 
nate use a drunk-making compound infinitely worse than whisky. 


Possibly the German scientist had these things in mind when 


he declared prohibition laws are responsible for the increase of 
the drug habit.

BEAUTIFUL FLOWERS HAVE DANGER

HERE are very few peopje in the world who under- 
stand the values and dangers of the use of flowers. 
The love of. flowers is natural to every human be- 
ing; we all appreciate their perfumes, which is 
proven by the large demand for extracts and odors 
from the European chemists. There has never 


been a time when the fashion of suiting exquisite and appro- 
priate odors to certain individualities was so popular as today. 
Beautiful women and exquisitely delicate perfume seem sy- 
nonmous. To be surer one cannot always obtain the favorite 
flower to wear, as they are onlyjn season for a short time 
each year, hence the mad craze for the favorite perfumes. But 
during the season of the favorite flower one should be careful 
to wear them only so long as they are fresh, for nothing is 
more dangerous to health than withered flowers. 


Violets, for instance, exquisite as their odor is when fresh, 


there is nothing quite so unpleasant as their odor when faded 
and dead. The fumes of faded violets have a direct effect 
upon the nose and throat, often causes sneezing that results 
in a bad case of influenza. Lilies are absolutely fatal to sing- 
ers, for the fumes from their powerful fragrance will cause 
the throat to swell and become inflamed. 
This fact is well 


known to opera singers in Italy. For often a youthful ?prima 
donna has been a dismal failure at her first debut by accept- 
ing a bunch of gorgeous white lilies from some rival and plac- 
ing them in her room while dressing. Lilacs, gardenias, jas- 
mine and tube roses are all too heavily laden with rich odor 
to be used in profusion. I have seen a woman faint from the 
odor of a large bunch of gardenias which she had pinned upon 
her breast. I myself have become dizzy sitting in a warm 
room where lilacs were placed in profusion. In sleeping apart- 


• ments all flowers of every description should be removed be- 
fore retiring. Not one rose, however treasured, should stand 
near the bed. Beautiful as it is^jts fumes are not healthy 
when cut from its branch. Growing plants are not so danger- 
ous if the room is large, ceilings high and windows are kept 
continually open. It is the amputated victims which send out 
dangerous fumes, perhaps in revenge for their mutilation. 
Reniember, the retaliation of the flowers for unkindnesses 
may not be so forceful as that of the human, but it is far 
more subtle.

Claremont Directors May Turn 


to Legislature to Secure 


Change in Law. 


BERKELEY, Jan. 13, — Because most 
of the new Claremont Hotel falls within 
the southern perimeter of the mile limit 
from the University of California, within 
wh<ch the sale of liquor is forbidden by 
State law. the service of llQuor and wines 
there t\ill be taboo unless a c'lange in 
the law is made In the legislature. The 
matter has already been broached to 
members of the legislature, but none Is 
understood to have committed himself to 
any lino of action. 
Three years ago a large tract of land 
was acquired in what !s known as Straw- 
berry cnnvon. 
The property cost up- 
wards cN 5200,000. Tt was secured as a 
watershed for the Berkeley colleges. 
This Strawberry 
canyon property 
Is 
within one mile of the Claremont Hotel. 
However, there was a clause in the deed 
to the property which In substance lead 
"the acquisition of this property shall not 
In any way be considered as an extension, 
of the campus of the University of Cali- 
fornia." 
But the legality of this clause has been 
challenged, and there has been a scurrying 
to legislators. 
Attorney Edward Engs, 
counsel for the hotel company, is said to 
have personally appealed to a number of 
the State's lawmakers with a view to hav- 
ing the existing law amended. 
"While a number of the member? or 
the present Legislature admitted that 
they had been approached on the sub- 
ject, none of them would commit hlm- 
felt as to probable action in the mat- 
ter. It was denied last night that any 
attempt -would be made at the present 
session of the Legislature to amend the 
present law.
